Suppose 
the dreamer were to wake; and the 
dreams were to be translated into 
actuality !

` When he, an artist in omuipotence, 
Uses for colour this red, blood of ours, 
Composes music out of dreadful cries, 
His orchestra our human agonics, - 
His rhythms lamentations of the ruined, 
His poet's tire, not circumscribed words, 
But now translated into burning citics.” 


Nero soon chafes at his mother’s 
domination. . His is the power*(he is 
indeed “diademed by glittering mid- 
night”); and he will use it; and in 
the second act, in a` fine scene, he 
banishes his mother to Antium. But 
Agrippina is not a person to be got rid 
of easily. She intrigues with the citi- 
zens and the soldiery in the hope of 

utting .. Nero’s “ younger brother 
Dritanaicas into his place;,and with 
the idea of ridding himself of his 
rival, Nero bids them both to a ban- 
quet. This banquet. is a scene of be- 
wildering magnificence.’ The gnésts 
are clothed in glittering colours. 
The dishes are ‘brought in by -megro 
slaves. A-troupe of dancers ‘perform 
before the “Emperor, All- is lour 
and movement,» set ‘to the strains 
of bewitching music; but it is the 
prelude to a tragedy, just such a pre- 
lude as Nero’s diseased artist’ mind 
most joys in. 


Britannieus takes up the wine-cup | 
cooled with poisoned snow, and falls 
dead in the midst of the revel. The 
guests file silently away ; Nero and his 
mother are alone. She upbraids him

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hoarsely, and he as hoarsely mutters : 
“I am thy son.” But still Agrip- 
pina remains, and now Nero has an 
additional grievance against her, 
since ‘she stands between him and 
the wanton Poppza. 
“A woman without pity, beautiful, 

She makes the earth we tread on false, 

the heaven 
A merest mist—a vapour. Yet her face 
ls as the face of a child, uplifted, pure.” 


And after many hesitations Nero 
at last consents. to his mother’s 
death. Her galleyis to be wrecked 
at sea. The elements are to be made 
accomplices in ‘the erime, since to 
Nero, “ Be the crime vast enough, it 
seems rot crime.” But -she swims 
ashore, and appears to her son, now 
craven with remorse. But Poppa 
and his counsellors insist. that. she 
must die.. A troop of ‘soldiers is 
sent to her villa, and they are to 
signal the events to thé listeners on 
the other side of the bay. One trum- 
pet call, and the Queen has escaped ; 
two trumpet calls, the soldiers have 
found her; three trampet calls, she 
is dead. And these three calls, com- 
ing after long intervals from the far 
distance make a curtain as moving as | 
it is simple. | 

Then, with full pomp and magni- 
ficence, Nero, riding in a chariot | 
drawn by three white horses, makes 
his entry into Rome really Emperor 
at last; and then comes Nemesis. His 
mother’s wraith pursues him, eager 
for _ vengeance. Poppea dies, and 
Rome is set on fire, it-is said, by the 
Christians. But the fire stirs Nero

The Points of a Dorking. 


A dark Derking, says a writer in 
Poultry, when first hatched, should 
be light brown, shading often almost 
into yellow underneath, and with 
three rich umber stripes extending 
from the head down the back. Some 
chicks are hatched of this rich brown 
colour ail over, but they are generally 
too dark when fully matured; and if 
the colour approaches black they end 
by being quite black. Others are 
hatched of a mixed grey or light 
brown colour all over. These are 
seldom handsome eventually; if hens 
they are probably the colour of bad 
silver greys, if cocks they have too 
much white about them. The very 
dark pullets are hardly ever eventu- 
ally of exhibition value; but the 
if they show at twelve 
weeks old a little light in the neck- 
hackle, frequently pass muster after 
awhile—as the hackle grows it breaks 
their dull black look, and a little 
colour generally follows on the wings. 
We hardly advise, however, the 
retention of such birds for breeding 


unless. they be super-excellent in 
every point of form. The lighter 
birds—viz., cocks, largely splashed 


with white in tail and breast, we do 
not like, and hens of almost silver- 
grey tints we always reject. A novice 
need not be alarmed at much irregu- 


larity in the colour of the first 
feathers which follow the down, for 
they all have .soon. again to be 


moulted out; and even a good deal 
of white, especially in broad bands 
across the wings, disappears in a few 
weeks. Silver-grey chickens are in- 
variably hatched with the three brown 
stripes, but of a. much lighter and 
more reddish brown than the dark 
variety. A practised eye which 
knows the strain can generally dis 
tinguish the  pullets from the 
cockerels directly they are hatched, 
as they are a little darker, and have 
the central stripe broader than their 
brothers.

There is nothing like a variety of 
fcod to keep the hens in good health. 
Two meals a day are generally 
sufficient—soft food in the morning 
(warm during ‘winter and cold in the 
summer) and sound grain at night. 
If there be any -house-scraps, they 
should be minced and added to the 
morning food, consisting of meal 
mixed with fine sharps. There are 
several apne pepared foods that 
are most suitable for breakfast. 
When insect life is scarce the fowls 
get cooked meat scraps, ‘‘ pieces” 
from the butcher, or sheep’s or bul- 
lcċk’s pluck (heart, lights, and liver), 
if sufficient be not obtainable from 
the leavings of the household.
